Considered in retrospect, the Inv isible Empire, 
Knig hts of the Ku Klu x Klan, is recog nized as 
nothing more than a g lorified racket, led by men 
who u nscru pu lou sly capitalized the baser preju ­ 
dices and passions of some of the more moronic 
members of the popu lation and, financially , made 
a profitable thing ou t of the whole u npleasant 
bu siness. 
The major drag ons and kleag les were an u n­ 
sav ory ou tfit, some of them hav ing criminal rec­ 
ords, and they were also acqu isitiv e. They were 
not in the g ame for the adv ancement of any 
g leaming ideal. In common parlance, they were 
on the make and in many instances they fared 
ex tremely well. 
Similar motiv es inspired many other cru sades 
which, for reasons of deception, are often v ested 
with patriotic pretenses. Among them may be in­ 
clu ded the mov ement of the German-American 
Bu nd, whose Fu ehrer, Fritz Ku hn' has been in­ 
dicted by a New York Cou nty Grand Ju ry for the 
theft of $14,5 48 of the org anization’s fu nds and 
who has been cau g ht by the police while on the 
wing . 
When asked whether he believ ed Ku hn ac­ 
tu ally was in flig ht from arrest in the alleg ed 
thefts of the bu nd’s fu nds, District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey said: “It looks v ery mu ch like 
it. The indictment shows that Ku hn is ju st a 
common thief.” His followers, who are also his 
du pes, mu st be somewhat disillu sioned.

MAIL FROM EUROPE 
Mail from Eu rope arriv ed on the Yankee Clip­ 
per the other day . The sig ht of one of these 
“cov ers” bring s home the amazing chang es of the 
past few y ears as no words can. Ev en more im­ 
pressiv e than the su ccessfu l linking of continents 
by plane, is the casu al manner in which the 
world accepts the accomplished fact. 
The Yankee Clipper made hardly a ripple on 
the pu blic mind when it came in. Two hou rs 
later her sister ship, the Atlantic Clipper, was 
on its way East mov ing on time with the sched­ 
u led efficiency we associate with other methods 
of transportation. The preliminary work has 
been done so thorou g hly and so well that the 
final achiev ement seems a simple thing . 
The Yankee Clipper’s u nev entfu l rou nd trip 


between Eu rope and the United States is more 
than a tremendou s scientific v ictory . It is one 
more sig n of the shrinking of the earth’s dis­ 
tances as far as hu man contact is concerned. 
Letters actu ally fly across the Atlantic. In a brief 
twenty y ears the phenomenal prog ress of av ia­ 
tion has become a matter of cou rse. 


AN INDIGESTIBLE MORSEL 
When Chancellor Hitler decided that Czecho­ 
slov akia mu st become a part of the Greater 
Reich there were many informed stu dents of 
Central Eu ropean affairs who declared confident­ 
ly that he was consu ming an indig estible morsel. 
Dev elopments are serv ing to ju stify this con­ 
clu sion. 
The Czechs hav e become bu rrs u nder the 
Fu ehrer’s saddle. Throu g h force of circu m­ 
stances, these essentially simple, liberty -lov ing , 
peacefu l people hav e taken on alien qu alities. 
They hav e become conspirators, trou ble-makers, 
insidiou s obstru ctionists. They are filled with 
g u ile and v indictiv eness. 
In the darkness of the motion-pictu re theatres 
they hiss and boo the pictu re of their new master, 
Hitler, the g oose-stepping soldiers inspire amu se­ 
ment and ridicu le. Pamphlets attacking the new 
reg ime and condemning Nazi principles and prac­ 
tices appear from my steriou s sou rces. The sacred 
person of the Fu ehrer is the material for jokes 
and hu morou s anecdotes. 
These activ ities hav e brou g ht the Gestapo, the 
Nazi secret police, the Storm Troopers and the 
rest of the strong -arm ou tfits to their wits’ ends. 
There are wholesale arrests, warning s and 
threats, bu t the situ ation remains ou t of control. 
Perhaps conditions in Czechoslov akia are 
among the factors that hav e contribu ted to the 
period of relativ e calm in Eu rope since the u n­ 
compromising rejoinder of Colonel Beck to Nazi 
demands for Danzig and a strip of land across 
the Polish Corridor. 
The leaders of Czechoslov akia, inclu ding for­ 
mer President Benes, hav e faith in the u ltimate 
su rv iv al of their nations. So long as their spirit 
is not ope of philosophic acceptance of bondag e 
they can retain both faith and hope in the re­ 
establishment of their dismembered land.

the races that they had fou nd in 
India and Bu rma. 
The early Eu ropean traders 
were receiv ed with g reat su spi­ 
cion ana were confined to a 
small nu mber of ports,* where 
they had to deal with g ov ern­ 
ment ag ents 'instead of with pri­ 
v ate traders. They were not per­ 
mitted to own larg e tracts of 
land or to bring in larg e bodies 
of soldiers. Their missionaries 
were forbidden to g o among the 
Chinese people, and the Chinese 
were fortu nately free from in­ 
ternal warfare tnd div ision, su ch 
as that which enabled the Brit­ 
ish to conqu er India with a 
handfu l of troops. The trader 
was a “foreig n dev il” from the 
v ery start, and the Chinese 
treated him as if he were a car­ 
rier of some contag iou s disease. 
In this estimate the Chinaman 
was entirely correct. 
The trou ble was started by the 
British East India Company . For 
many y eqrs this corporation had 
been selling millions of dollars 
worth of opiu m to the Chinese 
and it was their desire to in­ 
crease this bu siness, ev en if that 
meant that ev ery Chinaman in 
China mu st acqu ire the terrible 
opiu m 
h a bi t . 
Su rprising ly 
enou g h, the Chinese Emperor 
was opposed to the idea and re­ 
fu sed to permit the British to 
land any more opiu m in China. 
So in 1840 the Company brou g ht 
an army from India to the Chi­ 
nese city of Hong kong and start­ 
ed to teach Chinese how Eng ­ 
land made war. The Chinese lost 
that war—as they hav e lost ev ­ 
ery war ag ainst an org anized en­ 
emy —and thou sands of Chinese 
were ex ecu ted by the British. 
| Thereafter the Company import- 
| ed as mu ch opiu m as it wished, 
! and it kept Hong kong for itself. 
| 
By the y ear 1900, other Chinese 
I cities had -been lost to China. 
Germany and Ru ssia and Eng ­ 
land were g radu ally g etting pos­ 
session of the ports. Japan had 
easily defeated the Chinese in 
the first g enu ine war that the 
Japanese had ev er condu cted. 
Ru ssia was in almost complete 
possession of both Korea and 
Manchu ria—and 
it 
appeared 
that the entire Chinese Empire 


prov ince or district. For a nu m­ 
ber of y ears China was torn by 
civ il war between these war­ 
lords. Then the Japanese finally 
decided that the time was ripe 
for a mov e which they had long 
contemplated. Withou t any dec­ 
laration of war, the Japanese 
nav y made an attack on the city 
of Shang hai—which they shat­ 
tered and occu pied. Then Japan­ 
ese troops crossed the sea to 
Manchu ria—drov e the 
bandit. 
armies of the Chinese ou t of 
Manchu ria and most of Mong o­ 
lia-set u p a pu ppet king dom in 
the v ain hope of appeasing the 
impotent Leag u e of Nations— 
and sat down to stay . 
Since the Leag u e of Nations 
did nothing abou t the theft of 
Manchu ria—and no indiv idu al 
white nation showed the slig ht­ 
est desire to fig ht abou t it—the 
Japanese decided that the whites 
were all cowards—so they tried it 
ag ain. 
Warships and airplanes bom­ 
barded Chinese cities— as u su al 
withou t a declaration of war— 
g reat armies were landed in Chi­ 
na—and by the end of 1938 Jap­ 
anese armies were in control of 
wou ld shortly be div ided between 
more than half of all China—a 
the g reat powers. Bu t that y ear-1 territory at least 2,000 
miles 
north and sou th by 600 miles

China ex ploded with a g reat ou t­ 
bu rst of hatred for all foreig ners. 
A sort of Chinese Ku Klu x Klan, 
called the Box ers, incited the 
popu lace to attack both the 
whites and the Japanese—with 
the resu lt that some two hu ndred 
and fifty foreig ners and ov er 
thirty thou sand Christian Chi­ 
nese were massacred and the 
foreig n leg ations were beseig ed 
in Pekin. China was in an u p­ 
roar and the Empress was en­ 
cou rag ing the Box ers. Finally a 
German g eneral was elected to 
command a relief force com­ 
posed of soldiers and sailors and 
marines—British, German, Ru s­ 
sian, 
Japanese, 
French 
and 
Americans—and they marched to 
the relief of Peking and cap­ 
tu red and looted the city . China 
was forced to pay larg e indem­ 
nities to all of these nations— 
with the ex ception of America, 
which cou ntry declined to accept 
her indemnity —Ru ssia annex ed 
Manchu ria—and only jealou sy 
between the Eu ropean nations, 
and the determined opposition 
of America, prev ented them from 
actu ally div iding China between 
them there and then. 
Twelv e y ears later the Chinese 
boy -emperor abdicated and the 
most popu lou s nation in the 
world became a sort of repu blic. 
The dy nasty of the Manchu s 
came to an end, and the China­ 
man no long er need wear a pig ­ 
tail to show that he was inferior 
to the Manchu . 
The brief history of the re­ 
pu blican era in China has been 
one of u tter failu re. The form of 
g ov ernment chang ed—bu t the 
indiv idu al Chinaman apparently 
has not chang ed in fiv e hu ndred 
y ears. Other races hav e been 
rendered nationally impotent, 
becau se of their breaking into 
small g rou ps or sects or castes— 
which refu sed to co-operate with 
each other. Bu t the Chinese hav e 
failed becau se they refu se to co- 
oprate with each other as indi­ 
v idu als. 
The so-called repu blican form 
of g ov ernment has really been a 
g ov ernment by the leader in 
co mmand o f the army in each 


wide—inclu ding all of the Chi­ 
nese seacoast and a popu lation 
of ov er two hu ndred million peo­ 
ple. The estimated killed and 
wou nded inclu des a million and 
a half Chinese and half a million 
Japanese—and men and women 
and children are still dy ing as 
this is being written.

Cooperstown is a neat, tradi­ 
tion-steeped commu nity .

of its families can trace their 
ancestry back to the time of the 
Rev olu tion.

Detroit, J une 1 (/P) — J ames F. 
Dewey , federal labor conciliator, 
planned to hand down today his 
arbitration decision on the 28 
claimed griev ances which caused 
the United Auto Workers union 
(CTO) to call the far-reaching 
Briggs Manufacturing company 
strike.* 
Dewey said he hoped to work 
out a truce which would permit 
immediate resumption of pro­ 
duction and return thousands of 
idle workers to their jobs. 
R. J . Thomas, president of the 
UAW-CIO, said he wished to set­ 
tle the union’s chief demands 
on a new Briggs contract be­ 
fore ordering the men back to 
work, but Dewey indicated that 
once the immediate causes of 
the strike were cleared up he 
hoped the contract discussion 
might be conducted on a less ur­ 
gent basis. 
More than 7 0,000 men are idle 
in Detroit because of the strike 
called 11 day s ago and one source 
estimated that the total might 
be double that figure if the effect 
on glass, rubber, steel and other 
manufacturing lines could be 
calculated. 
The chief stumbling block in 
the contract discussion was the 
union shop clause. If this is writ­ 
ten into a major contract in the 
motor industry it would set a 
precedent 
Homer Martin’s independent 
union of auto workers appeared 
to hav e dropped out of the ne­ 
gotiations picture although it 
was reported Martin had threat­ 
ened to call a strike of his fol­ 
lowers if the Briggs Company 
granted sole bargaining rights to 
the CIO union. 
No new factional v iolence de­ 
v eloped ov ernight, but the lead­ 
ers of the two unions continued 
their v erbal dueling. 
Thomas charged in a letter to 
police commissioner Heinrich A. 
Pickert that “ the center of this 
campaign of v iolence resides in 
a rump outfit headed by Homer 
Martin.” The police, Thomas con­ 
tended in his communication to 
the commissioner, hav e been lax 
in protecting CIO pickets. 
Martin in 
a 
radio 
address 
charged that “ ev ery Communist 
in the country that could be 
mobilized has been placed on the 
Briggs picket line.” Martin ad­ 
ded: 
“ A careful surv ey of these 
picket lines has shown that at 
least fifty percent of those activ e 
in the strike are known Com­ 
munists and most of them hav e 
nev er 
worked 
in 
the 
Briggs 
plants.
